Ikespite the probability that the pay ment of this $2.7 00,000,000 means 


the g iving out of a g oodly percentag e of it to profiteers, it is the keeping 


of the g ood faith of the g overnment, in addition to being one big thing 


needed to help tide business over from war-time to peace-time status.
